FULL CANAL FLOW. 


TRUSTEE JONES INVOKES POWER 
OF THESTATE. — 


| 


He Petitions Attorney General to Com- 
pel a Volume of 360,000 Cubic Feet 
Through Sanitary Ditch—Some En- 
gineers Say River’s Capacity Is Too 
Smali and That Navigation Would 
Be Stopped—Isham Randolph Differs 

_ —Views of Drainage Board Officials. 


A petition was filed with Attorney General 
Akin yesterday by Alexander J. Jones, a 
trustee of the Sanitary District of Chicago, 
asking that the Board of Trustees be com- 
pelled to turn the full legal flow of 360,000 
cubic feet of water a minute into the drain- 
age canal. Trustee Jones asked the Attor- 
ney General to bring mandamus proceedings 
in the Supreme Court at once to enforce 
compliance with the law. Vesselmen last. 
night said the full flow of the canal would 
créate a current in the Chicago River which 
would stop navigation and shortly tie up the 


War, who has the power to revoke the permit 
issued lIdst fall. Some of Mr. Jones’ fel- 
low-trustees were indignant at his action, 
but he declared that the canal had been 
opened without adequate means being pro- 
vided for furnishing the water and that 
work should. be taken up at once to remedy 
this neglect: 

The state of affairs is peculiar. The canal 
has been legally opened on a telegraphic 
permit issued by Gov. Tanner on a similar re- 
port made to him by his special commission 
to examine the work of the canal. Except 
for a few hours at a time on different occa- 
sions the .controlling works at Lockport 
never have been set for the legal flow. The 
average has been 200,000 cubic feet, Mr. 
Jones avers. The construction work in 
Joliet has been in such shape that more 
could not be sent down without danger of 
great damage. 

It is asked in the petition that the trustees 
of the district be compelled either to remove 
the obstructions In the Chicago River that 
now prevent the flow, or that additional 
ditches into the main channel be cut. The 
insufficient voluine of water in the channel 
is held to be detrimental to the healthful 


‘conditions in the Illinois River Valley, and 


is not in obedience to the mandate and pro- 
visions of the law. 

In his petition Mr. Jones takes the position 
of a taxpayer and an interested citizen. He 
has been of the opinion for some time that 
the river was not large enough for both 
navigation and drainage purposes, and so 
expressed himself openly in the meetings of 
the board. For a time he stood practically 
alone, as the other trustees maintained that 
their engineers were well grounded in their 
calculations, 


Jones Explains His Move. 

In discussing his action Mr. Jones said: 
“I have chosen this short and absolutely 
safe step by filing with the Attorney General 
a formal statement, sworn to under oath, as 
the basis for the petition for mandamus re- 
quired by law to be filed by him in the 8Su- 
preme Court in case such verified statement 
shall be presented: I have notified the At- 
torney General that Iam prepared to name 
the witnesses and present the necessary 
documentary evidence to alle- 
to the pu’ 
Shall mot. go, outside the Sanitary. 
Trustees, officials, and employés for my wit- 
nesses. I appreciate fully the gravity of the 
step I am taking, but I ask the citizens and 
taxpayers of the City of Chicago to withhold 
their judgment as to the wisdom of this 
move until the evidence is presented and the 
Supreme Court has spoken. 

“My interview with the Attorney Gen- 
eral this afternoon was satisfactory. He 


' said he would take the matter up and pro- 


ececed conservatively, but agreed that as soon 
as the ice is out of the river the trustees 
‘should make an honest effort to get the full 
legal flow through the river, in order to de- 
termine the possibilities of the channel and 
the effect of the current on navigation.” 


Declare River Too Small. 

If the Attorney General grants Trustee 
Jones’ petition and orders that the Sanitary 
board comply promptly with the law and 
send the full flow down the valley it will de- 
cide at once all the questions which have 
been puzzling engineers, trustees, and ves- 
_selmen alike. Eminent engineers, conspicu- 
ous among them being Lyman E. Cooley, 
have declared that the flow of 360,000 cubic 
feet of water a minute through the Chicago 
River in its present condition to be a physical 
impossibility. Mr. Cooley said that a much 
smaller flow would prohibit navigation, and 
insisted that some means should be taken 
to draw on Lake Michigan in the Vicinity 
of Twenty-third street. In the face of this 
criticism Chief Engineer‘ Isham Randolph 
has stood by his guns, and in his position 
he has been backed by T. T. Johnston, the 
consulting engineer of the Drainage board. 
A few days ago, in answer to statements 
made by Mr. Cooley that the work done be- 
tween the east end of the canal and Lake 
‘Michigan is totally inadequate to perform 
the duties required, Mr. Randolph issued a 
written statement, in which he said that the 
navigation interests and the people of Chi- 
cago had no reason to worry, for aryecing 
would adjust itself in time. 


Carter Calls It Unwise. t 
' Trustee Carter sald: “ I consider the move 
unwise and uncalled for in every particular. 
Of course, I am unable to say what the At- 


have heard nothing of this-before, except 
the intimation from Mr. Jones that he 
would take this step, He takes a stand on 
his rights as a citizen to compel the board to 
levy additional taxes for the purposes of 
doing additional work, as provided for in 
the law.

Joliet Work Limits Flow. 

When the drainage canal was opened for- 
mally the gates and bear trap dam were set 
at 200,000 foot flow. When questioned the 
trustees said the condition of the bridge 
work and the Jackson street dam in Joliet 
made it necessary to keep the flow reduced 
for a time that damage might be averted. 

By forestalling the injunction sults threat- 
ened by St. Louis they were compelicd to 
open the canal before the Joliet work was 
done. Ice gorges developed in the channel 
between Lockport and Joliet during the 
cold weather, and the danger from these also 
received the blame. 

Navigation interests came to the front 

early in February with a complaint that the 
canal had lowered the water in the South 
Fork to such an extent that the government 
dredging had been undone. This was set- 
tled by the board letting contracts for the 
digging out of the fork. On Feb. 16 the 
steamer Jesse Spalding swung across the 
river at Morgan street, and to release it the 
controlling works at Lockport had to be shut 
down to a nominal! flow for a day. The 
Spalding accident might have been averted. 
itis believed. On Feb. 23 the steamer Ama- 
zonas executed the same maneuver at the 
Pennsylvania railroad bridge. Again the 
water was shut off. When the Amazonas 
was caught there was running through the 
river 310,000 cubic feet of water, according 
to Chief. Engineer Randolph. Tugmen then 
said the flow was great enough to stop the 
movement of large craft. 


‘Schooner Armenia Freed. 

The big grain-laden schooner Armenia, 
which has rested on Washington street tun- 
nel ever since Friday, was released during 
the day, but the efforts of tWo large tugs 
were. unable to tow the vessel any farther 
down the river.

One Student Down with Disease and 
Others Who Have Been Exposed 
Are Isolated. 


New Haven, Conn., Mareh 4.—[Special. 
Gaius William Perkins, 21, of Grand Rapids, 
Mich., a freshman in the Sheffield Scientific 
School of Yale = onaiamattes is down with 
smallpox. 

The news was made public today by Pres- 
ident Hadley of the university, who desired 
to anticipate a sensation and endléss anxiety 
to parents all over the country who have 
boys at Yale. He believes every possible 
taken to prevent the 
spread of the disease. 

President Hadley's statement follows: 

** Mr. Perkins is ill at his room at 409 Tem- 
ple street. His case has been diagnosed as 
smalipox. It is believed that he contracted 
the disease in New York last month. Since 
last Wednesday, when he was first taken 
sick, he has been confined to his room, and 
few of his fellow-students have seen him 
and ‘have been exposed to the disease. 

“We have obtained a complete list of 
those sayho have seen Perkins, and also of 
all who have been in the house sitiGe he has 
been ill. All of these have been vaccinated 
leave of absence sufficiently 
long for thera to deve!op the disease, if they 
have it. '\They have been instructed to iso- 
late themselves. 

“The college authorities, aided by the ef- 
ficient service of the Board of Health, have 
taken the matter in hand, and every pos- 
sible precaution has been taker to prevent 
the disease from spreading. We do not be- 
lieve that the disease will spread.’’

SAY CHARLESTON WAS WRECKED 
THROUGH DRUNKENNESS. 


Letter from a Man Vouched For as 
Trustworthy Bears Out Allegations 
Made to Secretary of the Navy— 
Many of the Crew Refuse to Sign 
the Statement Prepared by Officers 
—Want the Inquiry in the United 
States. 

The letter sent to Secretary of the 
Navy Long, charging that the Charleston 
was wrecked because many of the officers in 
charge of the cruiser were drunk, is not 
the only communication of the same kind 
in the country. 

Several letters have been received in Chi- 
cago. One is from a man in Manila, who is 
vouched for by his friends as thoroughly 
trustworthy, and who is in a pogition to 
know absolutely all the details attending the 
wreck. This letter charges in so many 
words that the Charleston was run on the 
reef because the men in command at the 
time were so under the influence of liquor 
that they did not know. where the ship was. 
This statement, the letter said, was freely 
made by the crew of the Charleston, and 
had been repeated many times among their 
comrades and to soldiers at Manila. 


Men Refuse to Sign Statement. 

When the Board of Inquiry met to consider 
the cause of the disaster the Captain’s state 
ment was read in the presence of the crew, 
By naval regulations it was expected that 
every man on board the warship would sign 
the statement as correct and true. Fro 
thirty to sixty refused to sign. The oMects 
all signed. Great pressure was brought to 
bear on the crew to join in the statement, but 
in spite of all the officers could do a good 
many remained firm. 


Says Men Are Threatened. 


From that day on, charges the writer, they 
have been marked men on the boats among 
which they were distributed.

Ignore Request of Sailors.

No notice was taken of 
the request and the Philippine naval au- 
thorities seem inclined to let a bad matter 
drop without any more stirring than could 
be helped. The object of having the inquiry 
in the United States was to give it greater 
publicity and force the facts to light. 


Say Officers Were Drunk. . 


“Few correspondents on this side of the 
globe care to incur the enmity of officers 
by publishing unpalatable truths and easily 
gloss them over,” says the writer. “ The 
supreme stupidity and gross carelessness by 
which the Charleston was lost can be ex- 
plained on the theory that the men in charge 
of the ship were under the influence of 


itquaor. 
“The crew, from they said, naa ne, 


doubt of it.. The statement that the officers. 


wanted the men to sign was so absurd that 
it, carried on its face condemnation of the 
way the ship was navigated. The statement 
should have reached Washington long be- 
fore this and it is.a pity that some news- 
paper has not printed it. I have looked 
through all the American papers we got 
here and I cannot find it. If that statement 
was given out it would tell its own story to 
any one who knows anything about naviga- 
tion. 


Sailors Angry at Officers. 


Another letter tells how the men were all 
assembled last December at Cavite to hear 
the officer’s statement read. It was a care- 
fully prepared document and it was read 
throyghout. The under officers all affixed 
their names and then the members of the 
crew were requested to sign in order. A 
number refused. Their officers labored with 
them. In spite of everything over fifty, or a 
quarter of the crew, refused to sign. The 
feeling among the men ran high against the 
officers for the loss of the ship, and there 
was much ill will shown besides at this meet- 
ing. It has grown steadily, until at the time 
the letters were written serious results to 
refractory sailors began to be feared. 


Charges Letters Were Held. 


The charge is made by one writer that any 
letters sent by sailors to their Congressmen 
making complaints'about the action of the 
Board of Inquiry failed to reach their des- 
tination. The hope is expressed that the 
seriousness of the charges. may result in 
a call from Congress for an investigation 
of the loss of the Charleston. . 

The writer points out that formal charges 
cannot well be made by enlisted men against 
their superiors, and on this account reports 
coming from Manila must be to a large ex- 
tent without names, for their publication 
would only bring additional punishment upon 
those who refused to sign the statement. 

The belief is expressed that if the investi- 
gation were reopened in the United States 
and the men summoned to appear they 
would be fully protected. 

The crew of the Charleston was of much 
higher grade than the average. It was re- 
cruited during the time of enthusiasm in the 
Spanish war and many of the men were of 
good families.

FAST TRAIN KILLS W. H. FERRY. 


Prominent Citizen Makes Mistake and 
Meets Death on Railroad Tracks 
at Lake Forest. ‘ 


While crossing the tracks of the North- 
western railroad at the Lake Ferest depot 
William H. Ferry of Lake Forest was run 
down and killed by the fast south-bound 
train No. 16 at 8:47 o'clock. Mr. Ferry was 
hurled with terrific foree against an iron 
pillar and killed instantly. 

Mr. Ferry was waiting for the Chicago 
train, and it is thought was under the im- 
pression that the trdin which caused his 
death was the one he was waiting for.

separation he gave his wife a house in Lake 
Forest, in which she has since resided. 

Mr. Ferry was regarded as a wealthy man, 
being the owner of the Lake Forest polo 
grounds and of 160 acres of land north of 
Lake Forest and along the lake shore. He 
also owned a large ranch in California, which 
he visited at intervals. He was for many years 
a real estate dealer in Chicago, though he 
had not maintained offices here for some 
time. He made his home with C. K. Giles, 
the former Chicago jeweler, a relative. 

Mr. Ferry’s father presented Ferry Hall 
to Lake Forest University. He was at one 
time owner of large blocks of stock in the 
Chicago and Northwestern railroad.

DRAMATIC SCENE AT RELIEF. 


Reception of Lord Dundonald’s Troops 
at Ladysmith Described by One 
of the Besieged.

LADYSMITH, March 2.—So little did we 
know that relief was advancing that two 
hours had scarcely elapsed after we noted 
the cessation of firing, indicating a retreat 
of the;Boers to the squth, when Buller’s ad- 
‘vance guard was seen by our outposts cross- 
ding the plain between. Cesar's Camp and 
Bulwana. We could hardly believe the 
‘thrilling “news* that spread like wildfire 
among both the troops and civilians: | 
Eager watchers, half breathless with joy 
and excitement, crowded the hilis and 
streets. The floodgates of enthusiasm were 
opened and the people cheered frantically 
as the’message passed round that the British 
cavalry Were drawing closer and closer. 
Vivid bursts of lightning flashed across the 
sky, and our heavy guns blazed forth over 
the heads of our rescuers to prevent the 
Boers, who were believed to be still lurking 
on Bulwana Hill, from harassing the incom- 
ing troops. [ 
Then ovr General and Staff went out to 
meet them. The scene was intensely dra- 
matic, we had spoken of relief so often, and 
again and yet again we had believed it to 
be at hand, andit came not. Passing a group 
of children ‘awaiting excitedly for the entry 
ofsthe soldiers, Sir George shouted to them 
cheerily: ‘‘ Plenty of sugar and jam now; 
no more siege rations.” Dundonald, who 
headed the Light Horse, was first to enter 
the town, and the moment the face of Gen- 
eral White was seen it was recognized by

STRUGGLE TO SAVE ‘LONG TOM.’ 
Boer Effort to Catry Off Big Gun Gives 
Ladysmith Garrison First Hope | 
H 4 of Relief. |

DURBAN, Friday, March 2.—Correspond- 
ents who have returned here from Latly- 
smith say that the relief came quite unex- 
pecteiily. At noon on Tuesday the firing of 
General, Buller’s army seemed to recede in- 
stead of approach, and the garrison was 
consequently depressed. Everybody was 
startied to hear the garrison's 4.7 gun firing, 
It had not been used much of late owing to 
the diminishing ammunition. 

On hurrying out it was found that the 
Boers were trying to remove the big gun on 
Bulwaya by the erection of a derrick. This 
proyed that something extraordinary was 
happening. The other garrison guns then 
directed their fire on Bulwana, with the re- 
sult that the Boers were compelled to aban- 
don the attempt with the derrick. Later on 
they placed the gun on a Wagon, which 
capsized in a donga. 

During the afternoon, whenever the Boers :

were seen approaching, the British 


resumed 
the shelling of Bulwana. | 

About 4 o'clock a terrific thander-storm 
broke ‘ovef the town, just after a message 
had been heliographed from Wagon Hill that 
the Boers were in full retreat. 

Other officers said they believed they could 
descry British cavalry, but most people sup- 
posed that the wish was father to the 
thought. | 

As soon as the storm ceased the British 
guns reopened on Bulwana, gradually con- 
centrating the fire on the left, and driving 
the Boers before them, with the object of 
preventing the enemy from hampering any 
British approach. | 

An hour later a party of British horsemen 
could be seen crossing the flat below Bul- 
wana at a distance of some miles. It is im- 
possible to describe the excitement and en- 


| thusiasm among the troops that followed. 


Most of the townspeople had been driven 
into the houses by the storm, and did not 
léarn the good news yntil later. 

The storm broke out again 
in the evening, and continued until 2 o'clock 
the next morning. It must have seriously 
hampered the retreating Boers. The Brit- 
ish gunners kept a sharp watch to prevent

JOHN DILLON CONDEMNS WAR. | 


Belated Letter to Kansas City Mar- 
quette from Irish Leader 
Made Public. 


Kansas City,, Mo., March 4.—John Dillon, 
Irish leader in the English Parliament, was 
invited to send a message to be read at the 
recent banquet of the Marquette club in this 
city. Mr. Dillon's reply, which was delayed 
in transmission, has just been made public. 
It is dated Dublin, Feb. 22, and says in part: 

“In Ireland we regard the war now being 
waged by the British government against 


| the two republics of south Africa as the most 


unjust, criminal, and cowardly war of the 
century. In order to deceive liberal opinion 
in Great Britain and abroad, a pretext was 
put forward—that the objects of the attacks 
on the republics was to secure equal rights 
for the uitlanders. The*falsity of the pre- 
text has been exposed by the fact that uit- 
ianders of all races except English are fight- 
ing in the armies of the two republics. To 
use the words of Secretary Reit's great man- 
ifesto to the Free Staters, ‘ according to the 
Colonial Secretary, England has constituted 
herself champion of all the uitlanders. And 
what do we find? On the borders, side by 
side with our burghers, we find these same 
uillanders in hundreds—Germans, Irishmen, 
Frenchmen, Belgians, and Scandinavians, 
and even Englishmen, ready to lay down 
their lives in order to rid themselves of their 
seli-conStituted champion.’ 

“All the civilized world now sees that the 
real object of this conspiracy and war 
against the republics of south Africa has 
been, and is, to deprive the nepublics of 
their liberty, to steal their gold mines, to 
increase dividends by reducing the wages 
of laborers in Johannesburg, and to estab- 
lish the ascendency of the English race over 
all other races in south Africa. 

“ Was war ever urged for such infamous 
objects? 

‘*In pursuance of this conspiracy against 
the liberties of south Africa, that press in 
Great Britain and south Africa which is 
financed or controlled by speculators and 
mine-owners, who are chiefly responsible for 
the war, has assailed the Boer people with 
a torrent of calumnies and lies unparalleled 
in human memory. | 

“The Irish people, who know from ex- 
perience the bitter fruits of race ascendency 
and the denial of liberty, stand today for 
liberty and justice in south Africa,’as they 
stood in 1775 for Uberty and justice in Amer- 
ica, and we look with confidefice to the citi- 
zens of that greatest of republics, which 
throughout the nineteenth century has been 
the Mecca of all lovers of liberty and the 
refuge of the oppressed, to extend its sym- 
pathy and all-powerful aid to two small peo- 
ples’ who are fighting for their existence.” _

‘SUGAR DIVIDEND RIDDLE 


LOSERS BY GREAT FALL IN STOCK 


HOPE ONE WILL BE DECLARED. 


Directors Meet on Wednesday and All 


- Ave Guessing at Their Decision— 
Many Expect Usual Action, bat It 
Ie Conceded Trust Does Business 
Below Cost — President Havemeyer 

| Thought to Oppose Distribution of 
 WMetitious Profits. 


The drop of forty points in the common 
stock of the American Sugar Refining com- 
pany since January has made that security 
an object of paramount interest on the New 
York and Chicago Stock Exchanges. The 
directors of the company will have to grap- 
ple with the question of a dividend on 
Wednesday, and their.probable action is the 
subject of general surmise. President Have- 
meyer is known to 
declaring a dividend when the profits do 
not warrant such action. It is stated, how- 
ever, that a strong interest advocates the 
distribution of profits, however small, if 
any, the actual increment may be, for the 
sake of the effect a dividend would have on 
the stock market. 

It Is declared that the American Sugar 
Refining company last year operated ata 
loss of more than $1,000,000. Yet it paid 
out in the same time over $7,000,000 in 
dividends. There are many who believe 
a dividend will be declared this week, al- 
though they do not ‘profess to know whence 
the money will come.w 

Not only has the sugar war resulted in 
the loss of millions to the opposing moneyed 
forces, but the recent drop in Sugar common 
has affected other stocks to a considerable 
degree. | 
Wonder What Directors Will Do. 


In discussing the situation A. O. Slaughter 
& Co. say: 

“What the directors of the company will 
do in the matter of a dividend on Sugar 
common, on which they will act on Wednes- 
day, is a question. From 137% in January 
Sugar fell to 96% last Friday, and the un- 
certainty which attends this stock has a di- 
rect effect on the entire market. The shrink- 
age in value of Sugar and Third Avenue, 
which have absorbed much of public interest, 
has been enormous, entailing great losses 
upon inveators, weakening the entire specu- 
lative situation, giving rise to disquieting 
rumors appectine the financial solidity of per- 
50ns and creating a condition favorable to 
complete disorganization. What the imme- 
diate outcome of this situation will be it 1s 
impossible to tell. Until the last few days 
railway shares have been firm, but under 
ggeat pressure of the influences of which 
we have just spoken the better class of stocks 
has been forced to yield. It is almost un- 
reasonable to expect a sudden change for 
the better. What improvement we will have 
will be gradual recovery from present semi- 
demoralization,”’ 


Expect Small Dividen d or None. 


- Wall street believes that the March divi- 
dend either will be scaled or passed entirely, 
for the opinion is prevalent that the com- 
pany is not making any money. Indeed, it is 
considered an established fact that the com- 
pany has sustained sericus losses recently 
and nobody will be surprised if the directors 
take no action at all in the dividend matter. 

During all the time that Sugar stock has 
been the favorite speculative football in 
Wall street, extending over nearly ten years, 
the public never has been given any exact 
information in regard to the cost of refining’ 
Sugar, and it has had no basis whatever on 
which to figure out the profits or losses of the 
company, which has paid 12 per cent divi- 
dends on its common stock for a term of 


years, and.extra dividends during a portion 


of the time. 

The compulsory annual statements which 
President Havemeyer makes to the State of 
Massachusetts are models of indefiniteness 
which have been imitated by a number of the 
new combinations, and the investing public 
has been left totally in the dark in regard 
to the resources of the American company. 
At the last annual meeting President Have- 
meyer asked that the. Executive committee 

given,more power,in the use of. the re- 
urces ofghe company for fighting its rivals, 
the inferetice being that the surplus might 
have to be drawn on because of the losses 
that were incurred in selling their products 
at such extremely low prices. 

It 1s believed commonly that the company 
laid by a large surplus prior to the breaking 
out of the sugar war, and many persons 
think that this has been drawn on largely in 
order to pay the last two or three dividends. 

What Wall street now wants to know is 
just what Mr. Havemeyer meant by his re- 
cent statement about not paying dividends 
unless earned. While the price of Sugar 
shares has been declining rapidly a question 
often askedis: ‘‘ What are the Sugar direct- 
ors going to do in March?” 


Refining at a Loss. 


The loss at present prices is 6% cents a 
barrel, with the margin between raw and 
refined 52% cents per 100 pounds, which is 
the difference existing today. If this loss 
were Kept up ft Would amount to $498,600 
during 1900, assuming that the American 
company will handle the same amount as 
last year, 1,385,000 tons. The independent 
refiners are losing proportionately as much, 
or a little less than a third of the total. 

From reliable sources it is learned that the 
average margin between raw and refined 
sugar during the whole of last year was one- 
half cent a pound, or 24% cents a hundred less 
than now. This means that the loss of the 
American company last year on the product 
handled was $1,135,000. The losses of the 
independent refiners on the 585,000 tons 
which they handled would, at the same rate, 
bring the total losses of the fight between 
the refiners up to about $1,500,000. 

It is a curious fact that the statement 
which Mr. Havemeyer made before various 
committees that “‘ there is no money in re- 
fining sugar with a margin of only half a 
cent between raw and refined,”’ is literally 
correct, as will be shown later. 

The quoted price of granulated at present 
is 5.2 cents a pound, with 15-100 of a cent off 
on thirty days’ delivery, and 5-100 of a cent 
further discount for cash, making the price 
5 cents. It is a well known fact, however, 
that the actual selling price is but 4.9 cents 
a pound, or $4.90 a hundred. The price of 
raw. 96 centrifugal, is now 4% cents a pound, 
leaving a margin between raw and refined at 


actual rates of 52% cents a hundred pounds, 


Selling on Old Contracts. 


It has been gaid sometimes that the Ameri- 
can Sugar Réfining company laid in a large 
stock of raw sugar when the price was only 
44% cents a pound and that therefore the 
margin between raw and refined is consider- 
ably more than appears on the surface, since 
the prices of raw and refined have both gone 


up. 

a answer to this it may be said that the 
American company is disposing of the bulk 
of its refined product under contracts made 
while the prices of refined were lower, and 


‘that apparently it is getting only 4.80 or 4.85 


cents a pound for much of this refined sugar. 
Therefore, its actual margin between raw 
and refined ‘is not any larger than on the 
basis of prices now quoted for new business. 

Assuming that there may be no losses at 
the present time, there appears to be abso- 
lutely no ground for the supposition that the 
American company is earning anything on 
the preferred stock, to say nothing of the 
common. The company, however, paid about 
$2.600,000 in dividends on the preferred stock 
and 84,500,000 on the common stock last year, 
or a total of $7,100,000. The question natmr- 
ally suggests itself: ‘‘ Has the company 
any mysterious source of wealth which it 
can draw on for dividends? If not, can it- 
manufacture refined sugar more cheaply 
than these figures indicate?’ 

Before the present sugar waf-the trust had 
a profit of a dollar a barrel on sugar, or 
$30,000 a day. That meant not only high 
dividends but bonuses. The demodralization 
in sugar refining ts one of the exceptions in 
the general industrial conditions of today. 


Fluctuations in the Stock: 


Under an avalanche of sales last Friday, 
amounting to nearly 150,000 shares, the price 
of common stock dropped more than seven 
points, to 96%, greatly demoralizing the en- 
tire market. This is the lowest price that 
has béeeh touched in four years. In 1896 
Sugar stock sold at 0%, Last year, after a

the trust was earning no money, thé stock 
soared to 182, the highest price on record 

In ‘connection with the dividend question, it : 
is interesting to note that for only a brief 
period—namely: in 1800-has the sugar 
trust failed to pay dividends on the common 
stock. In 1891 it paid 4 per cent; in 1892, 
10%; in 1898, 21%, and since then 12 per cent

Clara Says Outlook on Island 
| Is Bright. 


MATANZAS, Cuba, March 4.—General 
James H. Wilson, Military Governor of the 
Department of Matanzas-Banta Clara, 
speaking today regarding Cuban affairs, 
sald: 

‘** Trouble is absolutely out of the question. 
The future depends largely upon agricul- 
tural] prosperity, and where work is plenti- 
ful, wages are good, and a country is pros- 
perous, no sensible man wishes to alter con- 
ditions. 

**The prospects of Cuba are bright. If 
sugar goes to the United States free, or near- 
ly so, there will be such an influx of capital 
and of immigrants as would make Cuba 
one of the richest and most prosperous 
places in the world. 

“The cattle industry yields enormous 
profits, particularly as respects working 
cattle, which can never be replaced by mules, 
because the peculiar conditions are better 
adapted to cattle. Coffee, timber, and fruit 
also offer great inducements to capitalists, 
and tobacco planting, ylelds almost imme- 
diate returns. 

** Were I a man of 25 with energy and some 
capital I should certaifly look upon Cuba 
as one of the best places to accumulate 
wealth.”’

BERLIN, March 4.—During the Reichstag 
debate on the Heinze law against immorali- 
ty the Clerical member, Herman Roeren, 
declared that everything Hermann Suder- 
mann had written could easily be dispensed 
with. There was an immense public meet- 
ing today to protest against the classing 
of artists; dramatists, and actors with a 
certain class of disreputable elements which 
gave Sudermann repeated and hearty in- 

dorsement. | 


Law’s Wide Provisions. | 

The law prescribes a year’s imprisonment 
or a thousand marks fine for any theatrical 
productions which may offend the public 
feelings of morality, and both dramatist and 
actors are punishable even when the censor 
has found the piece unobjectionable. 

In the Reichstag Delegate Schrader, in 


opening the gathering, said the recent con- 


fiscation of the photographs of Arnold 
Boecklin’s paintings proved the police needed 
no additional powers and were utterly unfit 
to dictate in art matters. : | 

Gustav Eberlein, the sculptor, said that if 
the law was passed artists could expect po- 
lice oversight in the ateliers, and Hermann 
Nissen, President of the Deutsche Bueh- 


hengenossenschaft, thought that the fact 


that “Cyrano de Bergerac " was cut by the 
German censor before its production amply 
proved the official incapacity to understand 
art, and that tho bill would paralyze artists

Sudermann’s Arraignment of Law. 

Sudermann asked how it was that 
dramatists who were once recognized as 
leaders of human thought had sunken so 
low as to now be classed with the offscour- 
ings of city life, where they must be placed 
under official control to prevent them from 
destroying morality. 

Not many decades ago, he said, the 
dramatists walked the treadmill for what 
they called idealism, and their creations 
were either mora! paragons or villains with- 
out a redeeming trait. | 3 

The newer dramatists had undertaken to 
follow Shakspeare’s advice, and hold a mir- 
ror up to nature, and now the Reichstag was 
fighting the modern dramatist, and was war- 
ring against modern time and authors. 

This law seeks to deny, he said, that views 
of morality change with time and place, and 
the law was as if maintaining that the 
Bible and catechism were binding forever. 

The law was intended to reach the earnest, 
honest dramatists, and not the variety per-

VIENNA, March 4.—Sensational reports

Are Absolutely Unfounded.

COCKRAN ON BOER WAR. 


IRISH ORATOR DENOUNCES ATTI- 
TUDE OF ADMINISTRATION. 


Almost Advocates Retaliation Against 
England in Speech at Emmet An- 
niversary Banquet of New York

a blow for justice, and with justice the Irish 
race is always in sympathy. Never in the 
history of the Irish race has its love of 
justice been so signally shown as of late. 
The moment an act of injustice was perpe- 
trated, even against an alien race, the sense 
of justigg in the Irish race rose. 

wat been said that the attitude of Ire- 
land toward England in the matter of the 
South African Republic was due to jealousy. 
This is not true, and the present anniversary 
in America cannot be better passed than by 
explaining why it is untrue.

ERA OF NEW RECONSTRUCTION. 

Mr. Whitelaw Reid’s address at the Mas- 
sachusetts club dinner Saturday on the per- 
plexing question of the relations of the 
United States to its insular possessions is a 
well-reasoned and attractive presentment 
of the opinions held by many besides him- 
self, but seldom set forth so ably as by him. 
It may be that Mr. Reid's affection for the 
protective system has aided him to reach hig 
constitutional conelusions—that his opin- 
ions are controlled to some extent by his 
apprehensions. Nevertheless, he has made 
an ingenious and forcible argument. | 
Yet it will not convince those not alread 
convinced. It will not dispose of that per- 
plexing question which confronts the gov- 
ernment. It is difficult tosay where a line 
can be drawn when the policy which is to 
regulate the relations between thé United 
States and its colonies shall be adopted. It 
is quite cleat, however, that any system of 
colonial government which contemplates 
the extension of a protectorate over the 


| islands of the seas, with no representation 


of their people either directly or indirectly — 
not even territorial representation or the 
customary territorial form of government— 
will be taxation without representation. 
That is alien to our institutions, | 
‘There is nothing in the constitution of the 
United States which looks towards colonial 
dependencies not to be represented even as 
Territories in the legislative branch of the 
national government, There is nothing in 
the constitution which contemplates the 
ruling of inferior races as dependents. Our 
forefathers never looked forward to an 
American India. This is a. serious ques- 
tion which presents itself for decision. It 
ig not one that can be settled offhand in an 
authoritative, dogmatic manner from the 
protection or the free trade standpoint. 

Mr. Reid is evidently committed to the 
theory that we have a right to rule the 
Philippines, Porto Rico, and, perhaps, Ouba 
as colonial dependencies and to extend a 
paternal government over inferior races. 
We do not agree with him. Before this is 
done the constitution of the United States 
will have to be amended. 

There will have to be, in any event, a 
readjustment of American theories and 
methods of government. It may be that 
the Supreme Court will give a decision re- 
laxing the bonds imposed by the constitu- 
tion on the national government. But such 
a decision, or a constitutional amendment 
to the same effect, will be 
to obtain.

| The penalty provided is a 
fine of $800 and ninety days in jail—an ab- 
solute: sentence without discretion lodged 
in the Judge or any loophole for'a nominal 
penalty, the maximum being required. The 
bill is compreliensive fn its definition of 
prize-fighting, making it a misdemeanor to 
hold a boxing contest or to give a sparring 
exhibition for any prize or reward, or where 
any admission fee is charged. The persons 
attending such an exhibition are liable to 
conviction as having aided and abetted in 
the violation of the law, and they also are 
to be punished With a fine of $300 and ninety 
day in jail, while the owner of the hall or 
building in which a prize fight is held is 
equally guilty. If the bill becomes a law, 
and public sentiment in Iowa is strongly in 
its favor, it should be effective in prevent- 
ing prize fights, while permitting contests 
that are not for money or reward or ad- 
mission fees. The proposed law might well 
serve as a model to other States.

~ A FEMALE PARADISE. 

The paradise of woman has been found. 
It is in Brunswick County, Va. A bill 
providing ‘for the whipping post for wife 
heaters was introduced in the Legislature 
of that State a few days ago and caused a 
heated debate. During the discussion Rep- 
resentative .Powell arose and protested 
against the passage of the measure.. He 
declared that it would give the world the 
impression that men in Virginia beat their 
wives. There was no wife beating in his 
district. In his own county (Brunswick), 
on the contrary, “‘there are few women 
who do nét systematically thrash their hus- 
bands on the slightest provocation, and fre- 
quently without any provocation at all. 
Up in Brunswick County,” said he, “ a man 
cannot look cross-eyed at his wife without 


have clubs and whips and know how to 
use them,” Representative Powell was 
further of the opinion that if any one in 
the State needed protection from corporal 
punishment it was the husbands, but when 
asked whether he would introduce a bill 
for their protection he replied that he could 
not go back to that county ifhedid, “ The 
right to beat her husband when he deserves 
it is one that the Brunswick County woman 
values above all others,” said he. 

It is needless to say that upon this show- 
ing the bill-was promptly defeated. The 
conditions of domestic government in 
Brunswick County confirm the statement 
often made by Tae Trisune that to secure 
their rights the women have only to take 
them, and no man will have the courage to 
resist. In the matter of the correction and 
disciplining of husbands all they have to do 
is to take them in hand and administer the 
punishment. It was decided in a New York 
| eourt the other day that the plaintiff, whois 
a prominent physician, had no right to 
spank his wife, and that she was entitled 
to divorce, but~he would be a bold man 


for spanking him. Such a suit would be 
laughed ont of court. It would be a rev- 
elation of connubial infelicity few men 
would care or dare tomake. The women of 
Brunswick evidently know their rights, and, 
“knowing, dare maintain them.” Their 
suecess as reported by Representative Pow- 
ell, who, being married, probably speaks 
from experience, will perhaps incite the 
women of other communities to follow their 
example.

ANNEXATION OF NICARAGUA. 

Some Americans who have been in Nie- 

aragua recently say they were assured by 
prominent citizens of that country that 
there is a strong sentiment in favor of an- 
nexation to the United States. The Nica- 
raguans who communicate this pleasing 
news explain the utter Jack of any agitation 
for annexation by the statement that if 
any public man were to come out in advoca- 
ey of such a policy his political opponents 
would at once say he was not a patriot. 
Neither the ins nor the outs wish to expose 
themselves to that grave charge. 
Many causes of controversy would be 
disposed of summarily if Nicaragua were 
to become a part of the [nited States, It 
is true that its annexatioN would be a viola- 
tion of the terms of that Clayton-Bulwer 
treaty which the State department regards 
as still in force. It is not likely, however, 
that such a violation, if it be one, would be 
looked on by Great Britain as a casus belli, 
With Nicaragua a part of the United States 
the propriety of the protection by adequate 
fortifications of the Nicaragua canal would 
not be disputed. Nobody would propose 
the neutralization of a canal running 
through American territory. 

It is more than likely that these state- 
ments of prominent Nicaraguans that they 
are in fayor of annexation while afraid to 
propose it are mere courtesy phrases de- 
signed to tickle the ears of American visit- 
ors. The Spanish-Americans generally are 
masters of the art of telling pleasant un- 
truths. Doubtless the dread and suspicion 
which Nicaraguans once entertained to- 
ward Americans on account of the doings of 
the filibuster Walker forty-four years ago 
have died away, but it is reasonably cer- 
tain that neither those individuals who are 
in office in Nicayagua, nor those who, while 
out now, hope to get in, have any desire to 
lose their present or prospective jobs by 
annexation. | 

Nicaragua is not ademocracy. Theré are 
a large number of exceedingly ignorant 
people, who are ruled despotically by that 
faction of a small “ ruling class ” which is 
lucky enough to seize on power and is 
strong enough to hold on toit. While the 
crowd which is in power may be turned out 
any moment by a revolution, in the mean- 
time it makes much money, and has a 
much more enjoyable time than it would 
if Nicaragua were under American jurisdic- 
tion. Therefore, it is safe to say that not 
one man in Nicaragua of any consequence 
favors annexation. As for the bulk of the 
population, Indians and negroes, they hard- 
ly know there is such a country as the 
United States, and the United States doesn’t 
want Nicaragua any more than Nicaragua 
wants the United States. 


a A NEW WASHINGTON LETTER. . 

The Boston Transcript prints a most in- 
teresting and hitherto unpublished letter 
written by George Washington in the dark- 
est days of the revolutionary war, and re- 
cently discovered in the state archives. 
It is dated at “ Headquarters, near Hack- 
ensack Bridge, Sept. 12, 1780,” and is a 
tactful and pathetic appeal to the “‘ Hon’ble 
Council. of Massachusetts Bay” for pro- 
visions with which to feed his starving 
troops. It reveals nkly the desperate 
straits in which the great and patient Com- 
mander-in-Chief of the colonial army was 
then laboring. 

The letter opens with thé statement that 
the second division expected from France 
had not yet arrived, but that there was 
good reason for expecting it before long. 
Chevalier de Ternay was expected, at any 
rate, soon to receive reinforcements that 
would give him a naval superiority in Amer- 
ican waters. But there were no provisions 
with which to subsist reinforcements of any 
kind. “ At present, unfortunately for us,” 
Washington wrote, “ were we in the fullest 
possession of naval superiority and the 
fairest opportunities were to present them- 
selves for striking a stroke, we could not 
transport even a small body of troops to 
any point, however interesting and certain 
the object, for want of salt provisions.” 
He goes on to say that everything depends 
on the immediate procuring of food, and as 
he has heard that a large quantity of beef 
and pork was captured in the Quebec fleet 
he “takes the liberty to entreat ” that the 
Massachusetts Council will try to secure 
this for his use. “I would wish at least 
4,000 barrels to be provided,” the letter con- 
tinues, “if it be by any means practicable, 
and I am certain the Council will render the 
States the most essential service by. the 
measure; I confide in the goodness of the 
Council to excuse this freedom.” Then he 
closes with this significant paragraph: 

I am pained to inform your Honorable body that 
our distresses for meat still continue pressing and 
alarming. The Supplies we have received, includ- 
ing the cattle which have been exacted from the 
Inhabitants of this State and in many instances 
to their entire ruin & which have made no incon- 
siderable part, have been little more than suffi- 
cient to satisfy a third of our necessary demands. 
The Troops on some oocasions have been even four 
& five days without a mouthful of meat. Com- 
plaints and murmuring—a relaxation of discipline 
~marauding—robbery and desertion are the con- 
sequences, and indeed it is to be wondered at, that 
they have not prevailed to a much greater extent. 
Iam satisfied things cannot ‘continue long in their 
present situation. 

This valuable letter appears to stand 
entirely alone in the archives among which 
it has been discovered. There is no hint 
of what action was taken upon it by the 
body to which it was addressed. As far 
as is known nothing was done in the mat- 
ter so urgently presented. The colonies, 
as a whole, were by no means so active 
or so full of the spirit of self-sacrifice as 
was General Washington. Probably the 
communication in question was treated 
after the shirking manner of modern 
Legislatures ‘and buried in a convenient 
pigeon hole. Critics were not wanting 
in that dark hour to add to Washington's 
burdens by censuring his management of 
the campaign and by expressing their 
doubt of his ever bringing the war toa 
successful conclusion. Such critics are 
never absent ih any crisis, though they 
seldom fail to be in the front rank of the 
shouters in case of victory, _ 

The gloom of this letter of Washington 
serves but to show even more clearly than 
before what were the appalling difficulties 
ag through which he won his

REJUVENESCENCE IN FERNS.—In an ar- 
ticle in the Botanische Centralblatt Herr Hein- 
richer says that in a species of fern (Cystopteris 
bulbifera) there are produced, in addition to the 
ordinary adventitious buds, certain “ regenerat- 
ing buds,"’ which have a strong faculty of re- 
juvenescence. ‘These do not, like the ordinary ad- 
ventitious buds, give rise to fieshy scales, con- 
taining food reserves, but produce at once as- 
similating leaves. 

SCIENCE AND ESTHETICS.—In an article in 
the Archiv ftir Systematische Philosophiet, en- 
titled ‘‘ Beitrage zur Aesthetic,’’ Max Desoir says 
there is a complex and ramifying interconnection 
of science and art. The historical sciences of life 
and mind contain a large admixture of art. Much 
that is properly scientific enters into poetic con- 
struction, especially of the romantic order, Log- 
ical motives and processes play a prominent part 
in the origin of the plastic arts. Even at the 
present day thought of a scientific character plays 
a larger part in works of art than is desirable from 
the purély artistic point of view. 

FRENCH RESEARCHES IN AGRICULTURE. 
—In a paper to the Academie des Sciences, Paris, 
MM. Deherain and Demoussy state that the white 
lupin, which flourishes above all in sandy soils, 
can be grown in chalky soils if provided bacteria 
form nodosities on its roots. M. Moisnas, the 
French chemist, says he can make ammonia from 
the nitrogen in the atmosphere for the use of agri- 
culturtsts. Heat unites calcitum with nitrogen, 
forming calcium nitride, which in water yields 
ammonia and calctum hydrate. M. Richard of 
Avignon finds that a geranium watered with a so- 
lution of butylic alcohol becomes feeble, drowsy, 
and apparently intoxicated. 


HUMAN CANCER AND “ TREE CANKER.,’’— 
M. Bra in the Comptes Rendus makes some r*- 
markable observations on the analysis presented 
by the cultures of Nectria ditissima, the fungus 
which produces ‘‘ canker’’ in trees, with thossa 
of the parasitic fungus which accompanies can- 
cers in man and other animals. Inoculation of 
trees with cultures of the human parasite resulted 
in a ‘‘ canker,”’ in all respects resembling that 
produced by nectria, and conversely the ingestion 
by rabbits of cultures of nectria caused the pru- 
duction of round ulcers in the stomach, similar 
to those produced by the ingestion of cultures of 
the human parasite.

ARCHBISHOP PASSES AWAY PEACE- 
FULLY AT DUBUQUE. 


Unconscious to the End—Priests and 
Primate Say Masses at Bedside— 
Born in Ireland, He Came to Caron- 


delet as Boy and Entered on Life’s. 


Work—Recognised as Power in the 
Catholic Church—Cerebral Apo- 
plexy the Cause of Death. 


Dubuque, Ia., March 4.—[Special.}—Arch- 
bishop Hennessy died at 2:40 o'clock this 
afternoon at the archiepiscopal residence. 
The primate had been unconscious and had 
not spoken since Saturday evening. 
bishop Ryan of Philadelphia, friend of his 
boyhood and through all the years to the 
crowning of his life’s work, arrived in the 
city Saturday evening andehastened to the 
deathbed. The Philadelphia primate placed 
his lips to the ears of his friend and said: 
“ This is Archbishop Ryan, Archbishop Hen- 
nessy,’’ but there was no response. Again 
the words were spoken, but there was no 
sign of recognition. 

When the end came there were at the bed- 
side Archbishop Ryan, Mgr. Ryan, Vicar 
General of the archdiocese; Michael Hen- 
nes and Miss Hennessy, brother and sister 
of the Archbishop; two nieces of the Arch- 
bishop, four’ sisters, members of the Holy 
Ghost and Franciscan orders, who have 
nursed him; Father Toomey, pastor of the 
cathedral; and the other priests of the cathe- 
dral, and Dr. W. P. Slattery, the attending 
physician. 

The Archbishop passed calmly and peace- 
fully away. The scene in the death chamber 
when the final summons came was most af- 
fecting. All present were on their knees 
in prayer while one of the sisters held a 
crucifix to the lips over which was creeping 
the pallor. of death.

’ * Nor was it capital alone that felt the need 
ef combining. The trades unions when 
analyzed to their ultimate principles are 
giso trusts. They lack none of the essential 
features. They intend to command prices 
and resist the cheapening of labor, even if 
the supply of hands must be limited or the 
amount of work allowed to be done by one 
workman is to be restricted. And of late 
the same spirit of intolerance against all who 
will not enter the combine which is said to 
prevail among the engineers of the great 
capitalistic combination has come to the 
surface in the conduct of the affairs of the 
labor unions. 

** The danger in this new form of industrial 
and financial organization does not lie in 
the vastness to which it has developed in 
some instances. Nor does it arise from the 
fact that prices are maintained at a high 
level. Careful students of this phase of the 
perplexity have no hesitancy to declare that 
this is an incident which is bound to regulate 
itself in due course of time. Nor have moral- 

ts and social reformers ever scrupled to

“The indictment against many of the 


. trusts is that they have not guarded the

Education carried on by 
man’s own efforts must constantly be bound-
